Attentive and took it seriously 

Discussed social host law and the idea of 

distributing the video on our website to families in 

preparation for prom/graduation season 

District Attorney Marian Ryan Presentation on 
Opioids. 

Discussed the development of task force to 
combat fatal opioid overdose. 

2017 was the first year to have a decrease in 
opioid overdose deaths (11.5%) 

Rolling out hospital task force meetings at 
several other middlesex hospitals 
Discussed protocol when a “surge” in fatal opioid 
overdoses occurs. Counteract the surge by 
blasting out social media message to warn users 
and family/friends of users. 

Project Care- Provide support and care to 
children of those who overdose, newborns with 
opioid dependency, Grandparents who have 
grandchildren struggling with addiction living with 
them. 

Pre-arraignment diversion program 
Discussed how important it is for parents to be a 
role model for their kids and to have honest 


















conversations with them 

Discussed the immunity law that will come into 
effect July 2018- Will grant those under 21 
immunity to being under the influence, providing 
alcohol, etc. if the police are called. This 
encourages people under 21 to call for help if 
someone is in distress or injured and will aim to 
reduce fatalities and injury induced while drugs or 
alcohol are in the environment. 


Policy Updates 

House of Representatives passed bill that would 
raise legal age of tobacco purchase to 21 across 
MA, this will now be passed on to the Senate
